General Government Budget 
Proposes 6.6% Increase

The general government budget accounts for 10.5 per¬ 
cent of the city's operating budget. Under the FY94 bud¬ 
get proposed by City Manager Daniel Hobbs, expenditures 
will increase 6.6% over the current fiscal year. This ac¬ 
count has the distinction of being the only one for which 
estimated expenditures for the current fiscal year match 
the adopted FY 93 budget. 


Colton pointed out that those 
members who are demanding 
“courtesy to members” by staff 
and board as a campaign strate¬ 
gy are the same members who 
treated others at the last board 
meeting without courtesy.

for re-election under last fall’s 
voter approved term limitation 
referendum.

Council met in a work session 
May 12 to review this account. 
The members indicated a willing¬ 
ness to fund two items not in¬ 
cluded in Hobbs’ budget: a $2,000 
council-staff retreat and a re¬ 
serve account for litigation re¬ 
lated to Metro. Hobbs reported 
that City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
estimated such a reserve should 
contain $50,000. 

Staffing levels in this account 
will hold basically steady, with 
an increase of just 2 full-time 
equivalents in Finance and Ad¬ 
ministrative Services. 

Pay and Pensions 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld noted 
that “this is the year” to increase 
council members’ salaries, if 
council wishes to do so. Any 
increase would not take effect 
until the new council is seated 
in November. There was no dis¬ 
cussion of whether or by how 
much to raise council members’ 
pay- The usual practice is to 
discuss this item only at the 
final work session, to be held 


this year on Wednesday, May 19. 

Also at that meeting council 
discusses whether and by how 
much to increase the city man¬ 
ager’s salary. 

Except for council and the city 
manager, city employees will re¬ 
ceive a 1.5% cost of living in¬ 
crease under Hobbs’ proposal. 
Some employees will get larger 
increases. Nineteen city positions 
will be upgraded as the result 
of a recently completed classifi¬ 
cation study. Three others may 
also receive increases under a 
study currently under review. 
Together the two sets of in¬ 
creases will total $18,090 for next 
year. 

Pension Changes 

The city has three retirement 
systems. Disparities between the 
benefits received by police and 
longer term employees and fhe 
“Pension Han” serving more re¬ 
cent hires have been a source 
of friction among the staff. The 
city makes significantly lower

Greenbelt Gets Awards 
For High Recycling Rate

Greenbelt was awarded the 
“Most Improved Participation” 
rate among all larger municipali¬ 
ties in the County’s curbside re¬ 
cycling program during the first 
quarter of 1993, The aw T ard was 
presented to the City Council on 
May 11 during a regular meeting 
by Jesse Buggs from the Coun¬ 
ty’s Office of Recycling. 

“We applaud your success and 
that of the residents who contin* 
ue to participate frequently in 
the curbside program” said Mary 
Fulton, a residential recycling 
specialist working with Buggs. 
Fulton estimates that 71of 
the 3,500 homes are using the 
weekly curbside collection. In 
1992. Greenbelt collected for re¬ 
cycling 940 tons of materials 
through the curbside program. 
This represents 80^ of all ma¬ 
terials collected from Greenbelt. 
The other 20^ of recyelables 
were accepted at the Drop-Off 
Center at “Buddy” Attick Park. 

While 71% show’s a sizable effi¬ 
ciency for the program, there is 
still more that can be done. Res¬ 
idents w-ho are tempted to bring 
their yellow bins to the Drop-Off 
Center to dump their recyelables 
are the people who need to be 
educated. When people drive re¬ 
cyelables to the Drop-off Center, 
residents are defeating the con¬ 
venience of curbside collection. In 
addition, there is a double cost 
associated with this. Curbside 
collection is a contracted service. 
Costs are assumed whether resi¬ 
dents use the services or not. 
Every time a container at the 
Drop-Off Center is emptied, the 
city is charged $100. The more 
often these containers are emp¬ 
tied, the more costly the Drop- 
Off Center is for the city tax¬ 
payers. The Drop-Off Center re¬ 
ceives no revenue for materials 
collected so please use curbside 
for recycling. Congratulations to 
all residents. But to win top 
honors from the county the city 
needs to increase participation to 
88 percent - like University 
Fark. 


Police Remind Motorists: Buckle Up Seat Belts 


The upcoming Memorial Day 
holiday period, May 24-31. has 
'been designated as “Buckle Up 
America! Week.” The Greenbelt 
City Pcflice Department will tie 
red, white, and blue ribbons to 
their patrol antennas. 

“Buckle Up America! Week” 
starts the summer season of na¬ 
tionwide publicity highlighting 
the lifesaving potential of safety 
belts, child safety seats and air 
bags. 

In recognition of “Buckle Up 
America! Week.” officers of the 
Greenbelt City Police Depart¬ 
ment strongly encourage ali mo¬ 
torists to use safety belts and 
safety seats on every trip in a 
motor vehicle. 

Many people don’t realize how 
their chances of serious injury 
or death are reduced significantly 
if they wear safety belts. An 
estimated 29.568 lives in Ameri¬ 
ca w’ere saved by safety belts 
from 1983 to 1991. In 1982, be¬ 
fore any state had a belt use 
law\ Americans buckled up at 
an 11 percent rate. Use of safety 
‘belts has more than quadrupled 
since then in response to in¬ 
creased law enforcement efforts 
and public information cam¬ 
paigns. 

Maryland currently has a 75 
percent seat belt usage rate, but 
many more lives could be saved 
and numerous serious injuries 
prevented in motor vehicle crash¬ 
es if everyone buckled up. 

In addition to increasing the 
safety belt use rate for non¬ 
users. Maryland law’ enforcement 
officers are also focusing on 
“part-time users.” These are dri¬ 
vers who tend to wear their belts 
when they believe they are at 
risk—on the highway, in bad 
weather, or traveling long dis 
tances. Part-time belt users often 
mistakenly consider themselve 
full-time users, because they 
think they’re only supposed to 
wear their belts in certain situa 
tions. 

They don’t realize that a largeC 
majority of fatal crashes occur M 
during routine trips: to or from* 
work, the grocery store or drop¬ 
ping the children off at school 
These drivers think that because 
they are familiar with their 


regularly traveled routes and 
generally travel at low speeds, 
they are unlikely to have a ser¬ 
ious crash, and don’t need to use 
their belts. They should realize 
that they are at serious risk 
and should wear their belts 
every time, on every trip. 

This week’s safety belt aware¬ 
ness activities will coincide with 
the Memorial Day weekend, the 
holiday that traditionally signals 
the beginning of the summer 
travel season. During this week, 
the Greenbelt City Police Depart¬ 
ment will be paying extra atten¬ 
tion to the enforcement of occu¬ 
pant protection laws throughout 
the city.

retirement contributions for Pen¬ 
sion Plan employees than to the 
other two groups- 

In an effort to reduce this 
discrepancy, the city has been 
increasing its contributions to 
the deferred compensation ac¬ 
counts for Pension Plan em¬ 
ployees, Hobbs proposes, in line 
with an earlier council decision, 
to increase this contribution to 
3% of salary, up from 2% as 
part of a phase-in to a 5% con¬ 
tribution. 

Hobbs also proposes to allow 
employees earlier “ownership” 
of the city's contributions to the 
deferred compensation program. 
Under his proposal, employees 
who leave any time a5i:er com¬ 
pleting the first year probation¬ 
ary program will be able to take 
the city's contributions with 
them. Currently employees do 
not gain “ownership” until they 
have become vested in the re¬ 
tirement system after five years 
of employment. 

The reasons for this change, 
according to Hobbs, are to de¬ 
crease city bookkeeping, help 
employees avoid a tax penalty 
when they become vested and to 
pay employees a benefit they 
have earned. 

Cable TV 

The budget allocates $5,000 
as the city's share of the cost 
of a cooperative effort with the 
county government and other 
municipalities to develop a uni- 
fied franchise renewal proposal 
with Multivision. By working to¬ 
gether. the governments hope to 
maximize their bargaining lev¬ 
erage. 

Unmet Needs 

The budget document lists a 
number of budget requests not 
included in the City Manager's 
proposal. These include a $10,- 
000 to $15,000 telephone infor¬ 
mation system. With this sys¬ 
tem, residents could call 24-hours 
a day, enter a code from a city 
brochure and hear recorded mes¬ 
sages about topics of interest. 
This would not be a voice mail 
(if you want to hear . - , press 
1). Instead it would operate like 
the “Post Haste” system run 
by the Washington Post. 

The public information and 
community promotion staff wants 
a new video editing machine 
($2,500) and to produce a com¬ 
munity information packet ($L- 
000-15,000). The Finance and 
Administrative Services areas 
proposed an additional $4,300 for 
training.

remains in the fund, which Hobbs 
notes could be transferred to 
other capital projects. 

Each year the city allocates 
12 cents of the property tax to 
the capital projects fund. For 
the upcoming year, this is ex¬ 
pected to total approximately 
$623,000, in addition to the exist¬ 
ing $661,000 balance. Expendi¬ 
tures of just $292,000 are plan¬ 
ned, leaving a balance of $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

The 13 projects budgeted in¬ 
clude $45,000 for making city 
facilities accessible to people with 
disabilities, new furniture and 
video equipment in the council 
room ($5,000). a salt storage 
shed ($30,000). youth center 
renovations ($108,000), safety 
improvements to Crescent Road 
($30,000), expansion of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building computer room 
($7,700). unified community sig¬ 
nage ($10,000), modifications to 
the police station ventilation sys¬ 
tem ($15,000). sidewalk repairs 
($20,000). replacement of a 
drainage pipe in Olivewood Court 
($2,000), curb replacement ($4.- 
000), a new doorway in the 
Springhill Lake recreation center 
($13,000) and removing the paint 
from the mother and child 
statue ($3,000). 

Unfunded Projects 

The city staff has assembled 
a list of 104 desired capital pro¬ 
jects costing a total of $14,6 
million (including the commun¬ 
ity center and all others listed 
above). Using a numeric rank¬ 
ing system to quantify the cost, 
urgency and other factors, the 
staff assigned priorities to each. 
Only the highest priorities were 
included in the budget, said 
Hobbs, lO allow council the 
greatest flexibility in deciding 
how to finance the community 
center. 

In the future, council will re¬ 
view the community center pro¬ 
ject and the other projects listed 
to determine what funds will be 
available and what projects are 
needed now. The unfunded pro¬ 
jects include improvements to 
Braden Field (not including 
lights), an addition to the pub¬ 
lic works facility, various street 
improvements, implementing the 
Lake Park Master Plan. Green- 
brook Lake and many more.

The A&E committee had not 
been asked for advice on the 
next issue, but Chair Jim Maher, 
who was at the meeting, was 
able to offer a few suggestions.

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Legislators Report on ’93 Session 


by James Giese 

“It was one of the best sessions that we've had," pro¬ 
claimed veteran State Senator Leo Green referring* to the 
recently completed legislative session of the Maryland Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. “It was an interesting session, everyone 
gave a big sigh of relief when it was over. . . . The gover 
nor had an ambitious agenda and had good success," was 
the assessment of Delegate Joan Pitkin Freshman Dele¬ 
gate Jim Hubbard reported, “It was a good session for me 
and the county. . . . The people I have talked to think that 
I have done well for a first year delegate.” 


These comments and many 
more were the results of inter¬ 
views with the senator and two 
delegates from the 23rd Legis¬ 
lative District which includes the 
City of Greenbelt. The inter¬ 
views gave the legislators an 
opportunity to report on the 
1993 90-day legislative session 
which ended April 12. (The dis¬ 
trict’s third delegate, Mary Con¬ 
roy, was absent from the dis¬ 
trict on an extended vacation). 

Green has served 11 years as 
a senator and is one year away 
from completing his third term. 
He also served four years as 
delegate for the district. This 
year he sacrificed his seniority 
on the Finance Committee for 
a seat on the Budget and Taxa¬ 
tion Committee- With the resig¬ 
nation of Delegate Charles Ryan, 
who had chaired the House Ap¬ 
propriations Committee, Green 
felt he could have the most im¬ 
pact on obtaining funds for his 
district by switching to this 
committee. He found the change 
satisfying. 


Pitkin has served as a dele¬ 
gate for 15 years and will com¬ 
plete her fourth term next year. 
She was reassigned this year to 
the Economic Matters Commit¬ 
tee after having served on the 
Environmental Matters Commit¬ 
tee. Originally not pleased with 
the change, she was able to work 
on the Health Care Program in 
the new committee and felt that 
her past experience had been 
useful to the committee. 

Appointed to fill the remainder 
of Ryan’s term, Hubbard served 
on the Environmental Matters 
Committee. 

Health Legislation 

According to the governor 
passage of a health care bill to 
provide coverage for some 600.- 
000 Marylanders and to control 
costs was the most significant 
legislative accomplishment of the 
session. “Maryland becomes one 
of the first states in the nation 
to take a bold step in making 
health care more available, and 
reducing health care costs,” pro¬ 
claimed Governor William Don-

aid Schaefer in his review of the 
legislative session. 

Since this issue has been a 
long time concern of Pitkin, she 
was pleased to work on the 
legislation. She advised that the 
bill provides for managed com¬ 
petition. a process to control 
costs that is between the more 
restrictive Canadian system of 
health care regulation and the 
free market. The regulation is 
based upon the theories put 
forth by a think tank group 
known as the Jackson Hole, 
Wyoming Group. 

The bill also established a 
Health Care Cost Commission to 
control provider costs. The com¬ 
mission is modeled after the 
successful Hospital Cost Control 
Commission which has kept hos¬ 
pitalization costs in Maryland 
well below average, according to 
Pitkin. 

Other bill features include 
making available a comprehen¬ 
sive standard health benefits 
plan to small group employers 
having between two and 50 work¬ 
ers, the phasing out of pre¬ 
existing condition limitations, a 
process for sharing the cost of 
uncompensated care for the in¬ 
digent by all payers, and estab¬ 
lishment of a standardized claim 
procedure by 1995. 

Another important element of 
the legislation changed the stan¬ 
dard for liability suits against 
providers by requiring that in 
order to be liable, the prac¬ 
titioner has to not follow the 
procedures followed by other 
practitioners in similar circum¬ 
stances. Thus, for a rural doctor 
to be found liable, the court 
would have to find that the doc¬ 
tor did not do what other rural 
doctors would do, and not what 
a highly paid specialist in an 
elite clinic might do- 

Senator Green, who describes 
the health care legislation as 
the “most far reaching,” noted 
that it was enacted only after 
the leadership of the General 
Assembly had met with federal 
officials and were advised that 
it would be some time until the 
Clinton administration health 
care program got going. 

Hubbard advised that he had 
worked with a group that de¬ 
veloped provisions to establish 
a state wide medical care data 
base which will include infor¬ 
mation on health services ren¬ 
dered by all health care prac¬ 
titioners. Pitkin noted that it 
has been found that some pro¬ 
cedures are done much more fre¬ 
quently in some parts of the 
state or by some practitioners, 
and the data base will help to 
identify these discrepancies. 

Another health care bill en¬ 
acted was a “Right-to-die Bill” 
which requires providers to hon¬ 
or the wishes of terminally ill 
patients on extending their liyes 
by the use of machines, etc. The 
legislature also enacted a bill 
to further regulate Maryland 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield which 
got into financial difficulty re¬ 
cently due, in part, to alleged 
mismanagement. 

Senator Green helped to spon¬ 
sor a part of the governor’s 
health care program relating to 
immunization of children. The 
bill makes it easier to obtain 
consent for a child to receive 
shots by allowing parents to 
delegate authorization for ar¬ 
ranging for the shots to some¬ 
one else. Over 75 percent of 
children in Maryland have not 
received the 'basic immunization 
shots, according to Green. 

Pitkin regards two bills that 
she sponsored as being a part 
of the health care program en¬ 
acted. One bill requires that in¬ 
surance companies not deny cov¬ 


erage to women who have re¬ 
ceived breast implantsi. The oth¬ 
er permits marriage license fees 
to be increased from $35 to $45 
with the increased ioney being 
used to help fund battered 
spouse programs. 

She also received a lot of con¬ 
stituent mail concerning another 
bill that the doctors opposed 
which would have prevented re¬ 
voking medical licenses of prac¬ 
titioners of alternative forms of 
medication, .such as holistic medi¬ 
cine. acupuncture, nutritional 
therapy, etc. Although that bill 
lost, a bill which she co-sponsored 
to establish a commission to 
study the matter was enacted. 

Hubbard sponsored a bill en¬ 
acted that relates to the referral 
of patients to offices or for 
treatment with machinery in 
which the doctor has a financial 
interest. This will not be per¬ 
mitted after 1995. He regards 
this as a cost containment mea¬ 
sure. 


Greenbelt’s Program

The District 23 legislators no¬ 
ted their success with the enact¬ 
ment of the City of Greenbelt’s 
legislative program. “A banner 
year for Greenbelt,” State Sena¬ 
tor Leo Green stated. 

A bill to permit the Greenbelt 
Theater to obtain a liquor license. 
Class B-H, in order to operate 
with a cinema-cafe fo-rmat was 
enacted. Green advised that the 
bill was in trouble in the Senate, 
but that he was able to get it 
amended so that it would only 
apply to Greenbelt by “creating a 
pink elephant,” a kind of regula¬ 
tory limitation that while apply¬ 
ing to all businesses in a class, 
is so narrowly defined as to ap¬ 
ply in reality to only a single 
business. 

Funds for the new Community 
Center at the to-be-renovated 
Center School was a key item of 
the City Council’s, The Gover¬ 
nor’s adopted budget includes 
$250,875 for an adult day care 
center and $288,000 for a senior 
center. An additional state bond 
issue to help finance the center 
was not approved this year be¬ 
cause of the other funding com¬ 
mitments, The senator and dele¬ 
gates indicated that they would 
try again next year, “I have a 
commitment from the Governor 
to work with us further for 
funding on the Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter,” Green announced. 

Although not a part of the ci¬ 
ty’s program, the legislators made 
note of $750,000 obtained for 
Doctor’s Community Hospital, 
now a non-profit operation, in 
order to fund the construction of 
an ambulatory care facility at 
the hospital. Delegate James 
Hubbard sponsored this bill. 

WSSC Impact Fees 

Legislation to authorize the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC) to charge 
fees on new construction to help 
pay the cost of expansion of the 
water and sewer systems was 
passed after considerable amend¬ 
ment. Although he was first 
looked at as an opponent of the 
bill, Hubbard contends that he 
became a major architect of a- 
mending the bill and getting it 
through committee. In addition 
he was able to get WSSC to 
make a commitment to keep its 
rate increase below 10 percent. 

Hubbard felt that the original 
bill was loosely drafted and that 
WSSC would have been able to 
set rates Tor anything that they 
felt should be covered. The bill 
is intended to produce more cash 
for the commission because its 
bond advisors felt that it was 
incurring too much debt in ex¬ 
panding the system. Because 
WSSC needed a “quick fix,” his 


original proposal to levy another 
front foot benefit charge would 
not work because that would have 
provided funds over an extended 
period of time and not up front. 
The impact fee will bring in an 
average of $3,500 for each new 
home. 

Hubbard obtained the two a- 
mendments which enabled him to 
support the bill. The first re¬ 
quires WSSC to inform the legis¬ 
lature on how the money is be¬ 
ing used and limits its use to new 
treatment, transmission and col¬ 
lection facilities the need for 
which is attributable to the new 
service connections. The other 
amendment, which he say3 WS¬ 
SC didn’t like, requires the com¬ 
mission to provide a plan to re¬ 
duce long term debt from 52 per¬ 
cent of total budget to 40 percent 
over the next five years. WSSC 
claims that this is impossible to 
do, but Hubbard wants to see a 
report, first. He also notes that 
the legislature wants to be in¬ 
volved in the 10 year water and 
sewer plan, a process which has 
been the purview of the county 
executive and council. Hubbard 
justifies the legisative role be¬ 
cause WSSC is continually com¬ 
ing before the legislature for en¬ 
abling legislation to raise more 
funds. 

Other City Bills 

Another enacted bill supported 
by the city and co-sponsored by 
Green simplified the enforcement 
process for municipal infractions 
and increased the maximum fine 
from $400 to $1,000. 

Green takes pride in his suc¬ 
cessful joint effort with Senator 
Arthur Dorman to obtain pas¬ 
sage of a bill which provides that 
if any part of the Beltsville Ag¬ 
ricultural Research Center is 
sold, the land shall be zoned Ag¬ 
ricultural Open Space and per¬ 
manently maintained in that cat¬ 
egory. “It can’t be rezoned,” he 
emphasized. 

State Budget 

The senator and delegates 
were relieved that this year 
there was not a state fiscal crisis 
or a budget battle. They were 
delighted that more funds were 
returned to the county, and that 
this was done without increasing 
taxes. “We were able to bring 
back $24 million to the county 
this year,” Green stated. The 
state budget provided increased 
funding to education and to the 
county and municipalities for po¬ 
lice aid. Delegate Joan Pitkin no¬ 
ted, however, that the increased 
education funding did not make 
up for the loss suffered when the 
state stopped picking up teach¬ 
er’s social secuirty costs last 
year. 

The senator and delegates also 
took note of the state bond issue 
authorizations for the renovation 
of the Belair Mansion in Bowie 
($400,000) and the minor 
league baseball stadium for the 
Bowie Bay sox ($2,250,000),

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Fees Help Support Planning 

by Diane Oberg 

The growth in the budget for the City's Planning and 
Community Development staff prompted Director Celia Wil¬ 
son to quip, “I'm an empire now,” at the May 12 workses- 
sion of the Greenbelt City Council. 

The proposed $330,100 budget for fiscal year 1994 
(FY94) is 30% more than the estimated expenditures for 
the current year and 166% more than FY92 expenditures. 


Code Enforcement 

The growth is due largely to 
the enactment of the code en¬ 
forcement program. The city has 
assumed some responsibilities 
from the county government for 
enforcing building and property 
codes and for licensing and in¬ 
specting rental units. In addi¬ 
tion, the city has gained the 
right to require city building 
permits in addition to county 
requirements. In return, the city 
gains permit and licensing reve¬ 
nues that cover the $221,600 cost 
of carrying out these responsi¬ 
bilities. 

This total includes significant 
increases over the previous fis¬ 
cal year including more than 
$14.000 for training, travel and 
'subsistence to provide the em¬ 
ployees technical training in the 
code requirements for building, 
developing and maintaining prop¬ 
erty* as well as the cost of rent, 
insurance and utilities for the 
staff's office in Springhill Lake. 

Planning 

The proposed budget allocates 
$108,500 for planning activities. 
Most of these activities are 
funded by general city revenues, 
although $9,900 in road permit 
fees are expected* Wilson expects 
the primary focus of this staff 
to be on preparing for develop¬ 
ment around the Metrorail sta¬ 
tion. 

Future Rights 

The budget work session pro¬ 
vided some irtsight into future 
controversies in the city. Dis¬ 
cussion among the council mem¬ 
bers was so intense that the 
mayor had a difficult time get¬ 
ting his colleagues to return 
their attention to the budget. 

The new code enforcement pro-

gram, as it applies to individual 
homes and yards, was the issue. 
The department has already ta¬ 
ken action against excessive oc¬ 
cupancy, which Wilson says they 
plan to address only in response 
to complaints. 

The inspectors are now begin¬ 
ning to conduct “windshield sur¬ 
veys’* in which they drive through 
neighborhoods looking for prop¬ 
erties that are not being prop¬ 
erly maintained. Wilson said her 
staff is working on a booklet on 
how to keep a house in compli¬ 
ance. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens complained about commer¬ 
cial vans being parked on resi¬ 
dential streets by the homeown¬ 
ers. Thomas White asked his 
colleague vrhat was wrong with 
working people parking their 
vehicles at their homes and hoped 
that the program doesn’t de¬ 
volve into neighbor reporting 
neighbor. 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
noted that issues such as these 
define a community’s values. It 
will be council’s call, he pointed 
out. as to where to draw the 
lines among conflicting citizen 
views.

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Public Silent at City Hearing

Although no one from the public spoke at the May 17 
public hearing on the budget, the councilmembers gave 
some glimpses of what may happen when they meet May 
19 to transform the city manager's budget proposal into 
council's budget. Although that meeting will be over by 


the time this issue is printed, 
until Monday, May 24 

While no council member has 
proposed major changes to the 
proposed budget, at least one 
council member has expressed 
support for each of the actions 
listed below. 

Night differejittial for police 
patrol officers — three council 
members — Edward Putens, 
Thomas White and Rodney Rob¬ 
erts have expressed support for 
this program, which the Fra¬ 
ternal Order of Police estimates 
will cost $27,500. 

Additional Police Officer — 
this could be fully funded by the 
city as part of a traffic unit 
($55,000 if hired in January) or 
partially funded by the state for 
narcotics duty if the city re¬

When Winds Blew; Rains 
Came and Lights Went Out

The storm of Wednesday evening, May 12, which 
caused extensive damage throughout the Washington area, 
caused damage in Greenbelt and disruption to rrjany of its 
residents. 


RFC George Matthews, Public 
Relations Officer for the Green¬ 
belt Police Department, reports 
that the first call received was 
at 6:30 p.m- from an alarm that 
went off due to the storm Sev¬ 
eral other alarm calls were re¬ 
ceived that evening. 

At 6:37 the department re¬ 
ceived a number of calls relat¬ 
ing to a tree and electric wires 
being down at the intersection 
of Woodland Way and Hillside 
Road. A large tree with a hollow 
trunk in front of 1 Court Wood¬ 
land Way crashed into the front 
yards of the homes at that 
court bringing down area elec¬ 
tric wires. It also caused a util¬ 
ity pole to break off on Hill¬ 
side Road, which in turn brought 
down more wires. Numerous 
homes in the area were without 
power. 

Responding police officers cor¬ 
doned off the area to prevent 
anyone’s coming n contact with 
live wires until PEPCO crews 
came to deal with the situation. 
Vehicles were not permitted to 
drive through the upper end of 
Woodland Way or through the 
intersection at Hillside. Vehicle 
access to the 6 Court of Hillside 
was also blocked off. Not until 
several hours later were PEPCO 
crews able to respond and re¬ 
move electrical hazards. At that 
time barricades were removed. 

Residents report, however, that 
PEPCO crews did not arrive to 
restore power until 2:30 p.m. 
the following day and that power 
was not turned back on until 
about 10:15 that evening. Wed¬ 
nesday evening city crews re¬ 
moved branches obstructing the 
roadway and the PEPCO crew 


and a GHI crew removed the 
rest of the tree. 

Surprisingly, property dam¬ 
age other than to powerlines ap¬ 
pears to have been minor. One 
car was reported damaged by 
the fallen wires. Front yards and 
gardens at 1 Northway were also 
damaged. 

Other Damage 

A Bradford Pear tree, in the 
7900 block of Lakecrest Drive, 
broke in the wind, causing 
branches to fall into the street 
and upon a parked vehicle, which 
suffered minor damage. Another 
Bradford Pear tree fell on Ivy 
Lane in Capital Office Park, 
causing no reported damage. City 
crews removed the obstructions 
from the roadway. 

Police also responded to a call 
of a tree fallen in the roadway 
on southbound Kenilworth 
Avenue near Pontiac Street* No 
storm related traffic accidents 
were reported. 

Newspaper Crisis 

The storm created a number 
of problems for News Review 
workers. Reporter Diane Oberg, 
blockaded in her court on Hill¬ 
side, could not drive to the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building to cover the 
City Council work session- For¬ 
tunately, her telephone worked 
and she was able to arrange for 
special taxi service from the 
Gity with Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
as driver. 

Allen Printing Company, which 
prepares the paper's copy for 
photo offset printing, lost its 
power in Hyattsville before all 
copy was prepared for proof¬ 
ing. Volunteers proofread the 
paper on Wednesday evenings. 
Allen did not have power re¬ 
stored and was not able to com¬

Blowing Tent 

A number of Greenbelters, in¬ 
cluding Friends of the Green¬ 
belt Museum’s Mary Linstrom, 
Barbara Havekost and Dorothy 
Lauber, attended a reception at 
the White Mansion in Mitchell- 
ville on Wednesday in recogni¬ 
tion of Historic Preservation 
Week.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello again ! ! ! 

When implementing a preventive maintenance program on your 
vehicle, the differential must be considered (rear end for short). 
All too often we hear comments like “I didn’t know it had fluid in 
it” Well; the differential is kind of forgotton about, but it still re¬ 
quires preventive maintenance servicing. The differential incor¬ 
porates a gear drive combination and sets of tapered roller bear¬ 
ings and, on some vehicles, axle bearings as well. The lubricant, 
that’s serviced is heavy in viscosity, not like motor oil. Most com¬ 
mon is 80-120 gear lubricant; some applications are different de¬ 
pending on what type of differential you have - open type or 
positive traction. An additive might need to be added for lon¬ 
gevity and for inhibiting premature oil breakdown. 

The service procedure is simple: Just remove cover and ex¬ 
tract old lubricant with a suction gun and drain, wash out area to 
best condition. Visually inspect, re-seal area and add gear oil. 
There is no,filter incorporated in this unit.
